C. H. Kisch in the Financial News 
on July 19, In a foreword to, the 
book Dr. Vissering, president of 
the Netherla.ids Bank, Amsterdam, 
points ouj-that the Asiatic cur- 
rency systems are often “terra 
incognita” even to, financial ex- 
perts, and that Dr. Hana’s book 
will render good service to those 
{n search of Information about 
monetury systems which fall out- 
side the ordinary range of every- 
day experience. 

One of the many merits of the 
work is that within the compass 
of 150 pages Dr. Hans has nat 
only compressed a wealth of: in- 
formation about the historical 
evolution of monetary practice in 
Asia; but has also’ furnished de- 
tails of the technical bases of the 
currency systems brought under 
review. The book ranges over a 
wide fleld from Cyprus to Japan, 
end no country of importance has 
been omitted, while much useful 
information’ has been collected 
wbout such out-of-the-way matters 
as the cutrency arrangements of 
Afghanistan, Tibet and Nepal. . 

Success of British Policy. 

The book has a’ particular tn- 
terest to this country, In that a8 
twany-as ten out of the twenty 
countries dealt with are linked up 
one way or another through their 
currency systems with Great Bri- 
tain or British India. It. will, in 
fact, be a surprise to many read-

VEHICULAR FERRY. 


In theory a vehicular ferry is 
excellent. The drift of the popu- 
lation toward the mainland, and 
the natural increase of population 

‘Jon’ the mainland from other 
sources, combine to bring; the 
question of a vehicular ferry, 


for an advance of. $100,000 during 
the financial year 1980 from the 
surplus revenues of the Colony. 

That seems to spell high finance 
with a vengeance, Can the Gov- 
‘ernment find no better use for 
that $100,000 than to fritter ié 
away in ‘the guise of an advance 
‘fo¥ building piers for a vehicular 
ferry? Could it not be better a- 
plied to the emelioration of taxa- 
tion? -Could it not be better 
applied to paying the increased in- 
crements of the Public Service? 
Why not wait until the, time is 
ripe for thint futpre loan and then 
take the $100,000 from its then 
legitimate source? Why forgo 
the interest that that $100,000 is 
earning during the current finan- 
cial year and thus’ assist in 
stabilising the revenues of the 
Colony whilst there is an oppor- 
tunity to do so? 

: There is no'urgency -for a 
vehicular ferry, however much its 
advocates imagine that it will 
assist in the development of the 
mainland and help taward the 
solution of the traffic congestion 
problem at Kowloon Point. It is 
to be trusted that the Unofficial 
members of the Couneil will pon- 
der the question deeply and’ care- 
fully before Thursday and request 
that the motion standing in the 
name of the Colonial Setretary be 
deferred to a more suitable time 


within . the realms of practical 
politics—if not immediately, then 
at no very distant: date. -

” Four codes of football sway fol- 


iowers of the sport throughout the 
world to-day, Each ¢ode :had its 
Particular origin during the last 
century, hut, the roots of football 
ag a pastime go deep into the days 
of ancient’ Greece and Rome. 

According ‘to many . authorities. 
the ‘Greeks * germinated the eame 
under the name of “arpasto”—im- 
plying the carrying away of a bali 
or object light enough to be. carrl- 
ed or kicked. 

Though this Is the first known 
reference to a sport-in which con- 
tending groups battled for an ob: 
ject with the intention of carrying 
or kicking it to a specified goal, 


| historians claim that a form of tho 


game was played before the days 
of Greece. 
Tribal groups evolved a game in |' 


.| which a stuffed sphere was carri- |- 


ed, kicked, or thrown towards thé 
village of an opposing tribe ovor 
miles of country, each endeavour- 
dng to force the ball into thé 
citadel of the opposing faction.- 
’ By eliminating kicking from this 
‘game, and intrcducing .a netted 
stick f6k°the throwing or carrying 
of a stone, the American ‘Indiana 
speeded up their sport, and evolved 
lacrosse. 

‘Irish antiquarians claim that a 
crude form of football flourished 
in the Emerald Isle more than 
2,000 years ago. - 

In his. History of London, 
published in 1175, William Fitz- 
written 
reference to football in England. 

Thotgh football grew in popu- 
larity in Ireland so quickly that 
by the beginning of the sixteenth 
century it was favoured by the 
lawmakers it fell into ditrepute 30 
rapidly in England that im 1814 
King Edward IL, “Didde forbidde 
the: pastyme by rensons of ye 
greate noyse in ye cities.” In 
Elizabethan times the law was 
strongly enforced to prevent “ye 
noyse and fights of the pastyme.” 

Evidence of popularity in 
Ireland is 
Statutes of Galway, of 1527, which 
forbid every sport, “but "ye 
archerie and ye greate foote balle.”

| tions of the game brought from, 


Athens grew in importance in 
Florence.’

Sir Wilfred) Sugden, for Mr, 
Absalom, said that last November 
an errand boy pleaded guilty at a 
Children’s Court ‘at Croydon to-em- 
bezzling his employer's . money, 
which, he said, had “gone in the 
gambling machines in the Cover- 
ed Market.” 

The case was reported in the 
" Croydon Advertiser ., under ° the 
headings “Gambling Lure,” “Boy’s 
Downward Path.” The headings, 
counsel submitted, were not fair 
comment, After the report ap- 
peared, Mr, Absalom received 
verbal comments and complaints, 
so he conaulted hia solicitor, who 
wrote to the newspaper asking for 
an apology to be inserted. 

To this the paper replied refus- 
ing the request, and’ stating 
“Your client should have sent &

ment.”

‘The Government will have 
eleven Ministries—Interior, For- 
eign, Finance, Justice, War, Navy, 
Education, Communications, Agri- 
culture’ and Mining, Labour and 
Commerce, ,and = Industry. The 
Ministers have not yet been ap- 
pointed. 

There will be one Yuan, name- 
ly the Control Yuan, whieh will 
exercise jurisdiction Independent- 
ly. Five to seven members will 
be nominated to, this body by the 
Central Executive Committee. 

A Military Council will also be 
established; also a Supreme 
Court Committee for codification
